The Volusia 
county 
grand 
jury, 


•which was in session last week, com- 
pleted its deliberations last Saturday 
and made its report to Judge Perkins 
of the circuit court. A large number 
of witnesses was 
before 
the jury 


and 
thorough 
investigations 
were 


made of all matters presented. 


A large part of the time was taken 


up with an investigation of the mat- 
ter of building the roads in the New 
'Smyrna bonded district and the grand 
jury turns in its presentment with the 
recommendation that the county ^at- 
torney take such civil and criminal 
-actions as he deems necessary to re- 
cover the funds not properly spent 
and in prosecutions of those respon- 
sible. 


The report of the grand jury was 


-as follows: 
To the Honorable James "W. Perkins: 


We, the grand jury empaneled for 


spring term of 1918 of the circuit 
court for Volusia county, make the fol- 
Jowing general presentment: 


During our session we' have very 


carefully 
investigated 
all 
matters 


brought to our attention. We have 
found indictments in such cases as 
the evidence warranted. 


A number 
of important 
matters 


have been before us and we have 
given them careful attention and con- 
sideration and disposed of them in 
our judgment to the best interest and 
advancement of the county. 


We feel that the discharge of our 


duty has been thorough and conscien- 
tious. ' 


We regret to find evidence of the 


violations of the laws against the il- 
legal sale of intoxicating liquors, es- 
p'ecially in the eastern portion of the 
Bounty. We have called the especial 
attention of the authorities in charge 
to these offenses and impressed upon 
them the necessity of the greatest 
^diligence in the administration of the 
laws 
for the 
suppression 
of 
the 


liquor traffic, 
and 
we believe that 


this menace to good morals will be 
further greatly abated, and we have 
the assurance of these officials of 
hearty co-operation. 


-There has also been reported to 


this body* the existence of several 
petty gambling • devices openly oper- 
ated in stores, tending to greatly de- 
moralize 
youth. 
All such devices 


should be speedily suppressed. 


Poor House Improved 


We have by committees examined 


the poor farm and 
find conditions 


much improved since the last session 
of the grand jury, at which time im- 
portant recommendations were made, 
and the institution is now a credit to 
the county. Thb houses are in good 
condition and the inmates appear to 
be well cared for and contented, and 
things there are generally in tip-top 
shape. 


Courthouse Leaks 


In the court room we find the roof 


leaks, causing the plaster to loosen, 
and sooner or later the same will fall. 
The same conditions exist in the of- 
fices of the judge in the rear of the 
court room. 
Also, we find that the 


Tear balcony of the courthouse ex- 
tends beyond the roof and the water 
now falls in the balcony and is rotting 
the 
same. 
We recommend 
that 


the balcony roof be extended so as 
to 
protect 
the 
woodwork 
below. 


'There are also at least six seats in 
the court room out of commission, 
which should have been repaired. We 
recommend that these seats be looked 
after at once. 


We further find that a spot in the 


ceiling of the court room should be 
kalsomined to match the balance of 
the ceiling. 


The immediate painting 
of 
the 


courthouse roof is needed. 


Needed Road'Repairs 


We recommend that attention be 


given the county road between Port 
Orange and Rose Bay, same having 
got in bad order. 


Also the road between Port Orange 


and the old sugar mill, which is out 
of repair. 


The qmbankment of the road be- 


tweefi New Smyrna and Osteen has 
become wr^bed in a number of place? 
Tjy recent rains, and while not in 
dangerous condition now. some timely 
repairs will prove to be economy as 
further rains will greatly damage the 
places

State Food Administrator Braxton 


Beacham has announced a new order 
requiring all persons shipping large 
amounts of vegetables or grains to 
make a report to the state administra- 
tor of the probable amount they will 
raise and the 
transportation 
their 


crops will require, the exact language 
of the order being as follows: 


"All farmers, truck growers, ship- 


pers, commission merchants and brok- 
TS of the state of Florida are hereby 
directed to send to Braxton Beacham, 
federal food administrator, Orlando, 
Fla., an approximate estimate of the 
amount of produce, vegetables, 
fruit 


and other products of the soil which 
they are expecting to ship during the 
next 60 days, setting forth in this re- 
port the acreage now planted and the 
acreage to be planted in crops such 
as will require quick transportation; 
the report to include the varieties of 
crops planted or to be handled, the 
probable route of shipment, and the 
)ro!mble number of retrigerator cars, 
the probable number 
of ventilator 


cars that will be required. 


"This report shall ;>lso include the 


date or probable beginning of extra- 
ordinary shipments. su< h as potatoes 
3r other produce going out in large 
luantities, and as far as possible the 
railroads over which shipments will 
Ije started
